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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organic centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal . Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner stone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the gixth great root-race. 

The place-of each stone 18s determined by the law of gelection, and the 
same law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which reests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square.

[t has become evident to some of the devotees to the science of 
hacteriology that the hitherto carefully concealed mysteries of the 
(ecult Science of life in its minutia were heing cautiously unveiled], 
but the possthility of their solution by the unmitiated has rested en- 
tirely on the opportunities given by the closing of a great world 
cycle, and opening of another, the guiding entities of which have 
released lesser disciples, to whom those -mvsteries were - 1npartecl. 
from sacred vows they have been under for centuries. 

In some instances credit to the latter has been given by the 
claimants to new ciscoveries; in others, fear of personal loss of 
prestige and power has prevented such acknowledgement, and m 
zuch instances subsequent efforts along the same lines of develop- 
ment have furnished the ground work of their claim to originality, 
and led to entire repudiation of the hasic source of their knowledge. 

This 1s unpardonabÞly true in the case of one or more votaries of 
physical science, in regard to the mysteries of the life cells. 

And yet, the fact that a single cell contains an embryonic man 
or animal 1s only an unproven theory to many of the last mentioned 
class, so they would not be prepared to accept the fact that a single 
one of the countless vital sparks (1ons of electricity) contains not 
only an embryonic man, but an embryonic world. 

A vital or hfe spark 1s a definite division of Prana—life force— 
and contains in essence the basic suhstance of every form of life 
that the evolutionary - laws can bring into material manifestation 
during a great Manvantara ; but no single unit of that order of life 
can duplicate itself, or create form, save by combination and im- 
pregnation through contact. 


Investigation of the action of life cells would se&m to disprove 
the latter statement, for the reason that it has heen found possible 
to re-comhine cells and create abnormal growths; but that does not 
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alter the tact, for the masculine and feminine forces are resident mn 
the life sparks within the cells, and no cell could be found that did 
not have the requisite number and quality of life sparks. 

The power of *©Becoming,” or growth resides in the Life Spark. 

The power of Direction resides in the Ego, or individuality, of 
man, and the power of Yoga, the aim of the Occultist, 1s the union 
or the power ot Direction and the power of Becoming. 

Herein is contained one of the greatest mysteries, the solving of 
which gives Mastery. You have been taught that there have always 
existed sexless and double sexed beings. This would appear to 
contradict what I have previously said about the manifestation of 
Sex 1n the minutia of hfe, but not $0; a god 1s sexless because he 
has transcended sex. 

The Life Sparks which make. up the spiritual substance of his 
form, 1f He be <till in form, are not differentiated as to sex as are 
those which manifest on planes of matter; and in its evolution from 
a stone to a god the incarnating Ego has raised the Lite Sparks to a 
higher order of life, a plane of pure energy. 

When celibacy 1s advocated by an Initiate, in the case of a dis- 
ciple, it 1s for the definte purpose of raising and concentrating the 
resident Life Sparks of his threefold form to higher orders for the 
purpose of gaining the above-mentioned power of direction over 
the Kriyashakti or Divine Fire, thus making possithle the creation 
by Will and Yoga. 

But let any disciple beware of the self advertised teacher who 
proposes such a course. Instruction will come in no uncertain way 
to the disciple who has fitted himself by purification for such 1n- 
Struction. 

The sex of the Initiate 1s not changed while in the physical body, 
neither does he become sexless in the correct interpretation of the 
word, though he may have attained to power over $piritual forces. 

Kriyashakti force 1s the dominating force of the Buddhic plane, 
as electricity is the dominating force of the physical plane, and SEX 
in differentiation does not exist on the Buddhic plane. 

At one stage of evolution the masculine and feminine forces of a 
proved disciple tend toward equalization, and when a true balance 


1s reached neither sex 1s unduly operative and therefore antagon- 


istic to the other. 

The power of one sex must be in excess of the other to determine 
the sex of an embryonic child, and also to make sex function pos- 
Sible to an individual. When the masculine and feminine forces are 
equally balanced in an individual there 1s no longer opposition to 
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the Krivashakti force which 15 always striving with the lower nature 
of man, and only yields itself to the service of man when the lower 
SEX nature 1s OVercome. 

Sex does not manifest on either of the three higher planes of 
lite. | 

The first manifestation of differentiation of sex 1n the Lite 
Sparks occurs on the fourth plane, the Kama Manasic, although 
preparation for differentiation 1s made in that state hetween the 
third and fourth plane, commonly referred to as the soul plane, and 
that preparation takes place in the substance which will subse- 
quently he the centers of the spine and brain of the physical man. 

On taking up a new incarnation the Skandas, the effects, of 
Dast action, meet the incarnating Ego at the entrance of the Kama 
Manasic plane, and these Skandas are in the form of the Lite Sparks 
ot the hefore-mentioned centers. They are the'avengers, and as 
they have heen made such by man, they must Þbe' redeemed by man 
and brought back to their original state of purity—the sexless state 
01 the substance of the three higher planes. 

This 18 man's great miss10n. He has defile( the very substance 
of the Godhead, which 1s also his own substance, and he must purify 
and redeem that substance. 

[t is the Fiery Sparks which continue to exist.,as Skandas from 
life to life which build up the astral vehicle which persists after 
the death of the body. They are indestructible because they are 
the very <ubstance of the Godhead, that God '1n whom we hve 
and move and have our being,” that substance' which 1s sexless on 
the three higher planes of being, and .sexually differentiated on 
the tour lower planes. 

Perhaps this will help you to understand what it 1s that difter- 
entiates all orders of plant hfe from each other, all crystals, and 
all the minute organisms which are only visthle under a microscope ; 
and als0 to understand why 1t 1s that a star, a sun, a world, stands 
alone, unsupported by any other star or world, and :yet continually 
pours torth a torce of attraction and repuls1on in the cirection of 
other bodies helonging to the same $system. 


Lite in 1ts minutia 1s due to sex differentiation, 1n 1ts _— 
it 18 sexless; in its minutia 1t is dependent on others of its kind, 
its totalities it 15 independent of others as far as individual action 
1s concerned. 

A star, or planet is a cell in the body of God. The light, heat 
and electricity streaming from those heavenly bodies are the radia- 
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trons of the great combinations of Life Sparks which compose the 
Ssubstance of those bodies. 

[n the case of the sun the Life Sparks are undifferentiated as to 
8CX ; 11 the case of the planet they are differentiated, as in the case 
Ot the ordinary man. 

Ditterentiation  decreases power, tension, and ability to act. 

Concentration increases the same in exact ratio. 

The more. vou accustom yourselves to meditation upon these 
Subjects the wider and deeper will grow your knowledge of your- 
Selyves, and therefore your knowledge of God and Infinity. But 
take heed of your. motives. | 

Try to realize that you are drawing close to the spiritual plane 
when by deep thought vou are meditating upon the very vehicle of 
the Godhead,—on all that you are capable of comprehending of 
that which forms the body of God while you are in your present 
State of development. 

\'hen you are contemplating the marvelous, mysterious opera- 
tion of the Life Sparks which are the basis of all materiahzed life, 
and in recognition of the threefold marriage of Desire, Thought, 
and Life, you Glrect the results of your findings to any definite point 
you are creating good. or evil for which you must surely answer.

Within the physical body 1s another, a finer body, an exact 
replica of the former. + Every organ, nerve, muscle, and part 1s 
duplicated in substance of an etherial character. | 

If a physical disease 1s stopped on its way outward to extinction 
through the blood, by means of what 1s im one sense a nervous 
Shock caused by a strong affirmation or denial of the reality of the 
disease, there may be a temporary paralysis, as it were, of the dis- 
ease germs, or they may be forced back into some other vein, capil- 
lary, or organ than the one first affected, and a new or more virulent 
form of the same disease thus receive its first impetus. Or, worse 
Still, the negative force which was the original cause of the disease 
may be forced back into the before-mentioned mental-astral-body, 
where it was originally conceived and born, and the so1l created for 
the seed of some form of mental disease, tenfold worse in character 
and effect than the physical disease which had preceded it. 

The personal mind and the personal will are so inseparably 
united that with the surrender of the personal to the Divine Will, 
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by the Mind, in the treatment of disease by psychic methods, much 
if not all of the shock referred to 1s obviated ; but even then, 1gnor- 
ance of the past karma of the patient would place a great respons1- 
bility upon the average mental practitioner. 

There is a fixed cult between each of the planes of matter, mind, 
and spirit. Each plane has the correspondences of every ex1sting 
thing on other planes, s0 why run the risk contingent upon the 
use of things out of place —the forces or properties of other 
planes—when the same forces or properties, in other forms, are 
attainable on the plane where one 1s normally functioning. 

\Why should Divine Law have set the bounds between all planes 
if those barriers were to be crossed by every *little man” who 
wished to increase his property, heal his diseases, and control his 
fellow men, without the necessary effort to do s0 in the ways 
provided by natural law. 

No matter what arguments may be brought against it, the fact 
remains that the exercise oft one mind over another 1s Hypnotism, 
and Hypnotism 1s sheer Black Magic.

THE UNIVERSITY OF THE FUTURE. 

The college career of the youth of today is usually, as to time, 
irom three to five years. The university career of the man of 
the future will be contemporaneous with, and equipollent to, his 
Itfe. It will begin as s0o0n as his mother desires it, and it will end 
when he does. We are unable to imagine that there will be any 
Such thing as learning the pathways of the educational field. Not 
as we do today, will future generations tolerate the presence among 
them of the unwashed, unrecognized armies of illiteracy who now 
house themselves God knows where and who think, Heaven knows 
what. We can only look forward to the extension of compulsory 
education until it shall include all men and women up to the major 
and mature estate of twenty-five years; after that we $shall have 
Small tear of any reversion to the blanket, or any contentment with 
Swinish habits on the part of beings who have been thus inefface- 
ably taught their birthright to the nobility of -learning. 

Beside the present-day branches of study, the curriculum of the 
tuture must certainly include all' handicrafts, all letters, all arts, all 
mus1Cc, all sciences, all labors, upon which the foundation of society 
1s laid; it must exclude no useful or cultural thing. Agriculture,

torestry, navigation, manufacturing, bricklaying, mason work, gar- 
dening, all these, and many other things will be essential features 
in the requirement both of university credit and university pay. 
The education of the past was designed to bring forth men who 
could proudly boast of heing able to do no useful thing ; the boast 
of the graduate of the future must he that he has learned no useless 
one. | 

Practical lie will be carried through the campus walls to the 
classxroom and from the classroom-. out again. The: college navi- 
gators will work ships to some useful distributive end. It coal be 
on the campus 1t will be got ort for college use by the strong bloods 
ot the mining department, for graduating credits and a worthwhile 
wage, (and not by little Polish children in Pennsvlvania, hired by 
(German Jews operating 1n Wall street for money with which to 
buy Englsh titles). The buildings and gardens will offer field for 
the creative genius of each college to express 1tself in architecture 
and horticulture, and the great: university farms will he worked by 
Student activity of all departments at the regular rates of remun- 
eration. An agricultural student will as certainly be able to run a 
8elf-hinder as he will an automohile nor could any such carry off 
a diploma which did not guarantee 1its possessor's power to thread 
the twine through an Appleby knotter. 

[t may be urged that all this would take a great deal of time. 
Certainly it takes time. And our student has twenty-four hours of 
it in each day, he has all the days there are, and he 1s already -a 
worker 1: the world. From a national standpoint the waste of 
time 1s surely less in the case of a man who has passed some of 1s 
earher days in becoming efficient in harvesting wheat to feed his 
own body, than it 1s in the case of one who has spent a similar 
portion of his life at a military academy learning how. to stick a 
bayonet into someone else. 

it is probable that all students will wear the handsome and 
distinguishing uniform of their university. A differentiation 1n 
it will represent the various departments, and all of them will be the 
art—hand and machine—product of the college textile department. 
Expensive? Why yes; certainly. Do not let us suppose that we 
are forever going to be smitten with this small-pox of a groveling 
poverty that envelops all but.a few hundred of our race today. Be- 
Sides, everyone of these institutions must be self-supporting. 'The 
American army now, ought now, by every canon of economic and 
common sense, to be self-supporting, in spite of what a current 
magazine calls its **shame.” Its *shame,” z. e., the usefub work it 
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does is its only real glory. And selt-supporting must the American 
university become if it 1s to cease fitting 1ts. graduates to begin to 
learn to live in the world, and 1s to make them from the first an 
integral part of it. Surely with the short work hours of the future 
commonwealth any such thing as an intelhigent, healthful student 
being short of money will he a most unusual and entirely avoidable 
circumstance. And $0 let 1t be. Ever the dominant factor leading 
to the pleading decreptitude of a shrunken old age, to the body- 
and-soul of straw that shrivels in the sun, to the meanly, mora} 
parsmony, that asks but gives not—1s Poverty. Let education 
either rise and blot this thing out or let education die. 

The higher grades of the national department of education will 
probably be attended by those who have attained their majority of 
twenty-five years. Their work in the world will leave them abund- 
ance of time tor daily study in the college halls; in fact labor and 
Study will be forever conjoined. 

\Ve mav look tor the post-graduates to consist of those of later 
vears who have voluntarily retired from the active work of lite 
and who are directing their energies toward spectal- research, or to 
creative activities not easily practicable elsewhere. Diologists say 
that a man's mental state should maintain its integrity for five 
times the number-of years requisite to maturity. We may, there- 
fore, anticipate that our centenarians will go to the college of the 
tuture tor a twenty-five year course, having graduated, not from 
the univer<itv into the world, but from the world into the universtty.

Each month a lesson has been published in THE ARTISAN and 
printed also on leatlets for the Builders who may not receive THE 
ARTISAN. Some of these lessons are $s1mplifications of certain 
Temple Teachings and others are stories for the little folks, all 
of which are intended to convey some truth in philosophy, religion 
and daily lite, snch as the Temple Teachings convey to the older 
Students. Much Kindergarten work has been done at the Centre 
by the Builders, resulting with the older workers in a profitable 
Study of principles of hfe and growth and true education. 

In a business way, the Temple Builders have acquired a mem- 
bership in the Temple Home Association, having paid in full the 
hundred dollars for the same. They have also taken a half-acre 
allotment of land and have planted the lot to eucalyptus trees. 
Several years ago they captured a swarm of bees and have since 
acquired ten other hives of bees which net the Builders a little 
income each vear when the honey 1s gathered and sold. By pur- 
chase and gifts of books, the Builders have gathered together a 
little hiþrary of good literature. 'They own also a -Kindergarten 
outht and an 'interest in the little burlding which they use and 
call ** The Builders' Lyceum.” . ; 

The Temple Builders have always been generous toward the 
needy and, among other deeds of helpfulness, have contributed 
toward the support of Baby Lincoln Witkus who 1s entirely de- 
pendent upon the LOVE, SERVICE and DONATIONS of those 
who have 1t in their hearts to give. 

The specihc work of the Temple Builders 1s to foster and guide 
the Child Heart and Soul, Mind and Body along true Life-lines of 
a Universal Philosophical, Pure Religion, Natural Education and 
Spontaneous Express1on in an earnest, helpful, happy daily lite. 

Recognizing this and recognizing that this 1s an essential part of 
the work of the Temple and of the Great Lodge, a strong eftort 1s 
being made at this time to expand and extend the Temple Builders' 
work until it reaches every child who 1s connected with the Temple 
membership and as many others as posstble. 

A little sub-organization has been formed known as the League 
of Kindness, intended to gather all who believe in the religion of 
the Golden Rule and real heart kindness, but- who may not wish to 
enlist under the Temple name. | 

The Temple Builders' organization 1s a part of the Temple of 
the People and at all times under its authority and control. The 
heads of the Temple have placed the responsibility and manage- 
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ment of the Temple Builders with the seven officers of the Central 
Group which 1s the Central Star and Headquarters Group of the 
Builders as a whole. The ofhcers of this Central Group are at 
present all adults and capable of doing excellent work for the 
expanson and upbuilding' of the Temple Builders. 

The Central Group, however, 1s powerless to accomplish much 
without the help and co-operation of Temple members generally. 
Every Square and every member should make an effort to reach 
one or more child with such love and gentleness as will draw them 
close together for talk, play and study under the plan of the 
Builders. The lesson leaflets may be used for propaganda and may 
be had upon request at this ofhce. 

No dues are required and the Builders treasury wrust depend 
upon offerings and donations and it 1s important to the work that 
&uch offerings should not be lost s1ght of s that the Builders may 
have the necessary revenue for sich work as 1s essential . or 1m- 
portant.

No one will probably deny the necessity for such prisons—neces- 
Sity that has existed as far back as the memory of history can search. 
Yet all spiritually minded men and women who would uphit human- 
ity surely deplore this grievous necesstty. - 
_ 
it there he an evil or weak link in our social conditions we 
must find the cause before we can apply the remedy. There are 
no doubt many causes within causes that make people violate the 
laws of the land, and unnatural social conditions are surely one 
factor—yet without doubt the main cause 1s in the weakness of 
human nature itself that thinks- it can violate some law of equity 
and justice and escape the consequences. Again man-made laws of 
justice are not what the name 1mphes and this may often lead to 
imprisonment. In the main, however, humanity seeks to make just 
laws for the necessary protection of all.

For hundreds if not for thousands of years, it has been thought 
that the only way to deal with offenders against the law, was to 
punish them—which is the old Mosaic doctrine of an eye for an 
eye, a tooth for a tooth.” But the Great Lodge Forces of Infinite 
Compassion and Mercy have been working for the past forty years 
to strengthen this weak link in humanity's moral chain. 
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And last November, the International Prisxon Congress at Wash- 
ington passed with absolute unanimity a _resolution that marks a 
turning point in civilization. Henceforth 1t may be said that or- 
ganized Society in the leading countries of the world has turned its 
back upon the eye-for-an-eve-theory of legal punishment and has 
definitely et its face toward the penology that Saves and cures.

The representatives of thirty-seven nations. announce to the 
world that the probation svstem of dealing with criminals 1s sound 
and right, and should be extended by all crivihzed governments as 
fast as posstble. Probation originated in the United States, and 
this world-wide associlation for the advancement of soctal Science 
and human kindness had its origin 1n a joint resolution of the two 
[louses of Congress passed March 7, 1871. Thus the United States 
took the initiative in the movement to organize the civihzed world 
tor the suppress10n and cure of crime. Every five years this 
Congress has met 1n one or another of the European capitals to 
c1S8cuss and propose measures for the treatment and cure of crime 
and prion admiistration. Not until 1910 has the Congress met 
at \V ashineton.
